ARTICLE   OF    AMENDMEJNT. 

No  person  shall  hold  any  political,  judicial  or  military 
office,  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth, unless  he  shall  have  been  born  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  unless,  if 
born  without  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  he  shall  have  been  the  child  of  an  American 
bom  citizen.

Resolved,  By  botli  Houses,  (the  same  being  agreed  tc 
by  a  majority  of  the  Senators  and  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Representatives  present  and  voting 
thereon) : — 

That  it  is  expedient  to  alter  the  Constitution'  of  tl^is 
Commonwfallh  by  adopting  the  subjoined  Article  ol 
Amendment,  and  that  the  samei  as  thus  agreed  to,  be 
entered  on  the  Journals  of  the  two  Houses,  with  the 
Yeas  and  Nays  taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court  next  to  be  chosen,  and  that  the  same  be  pub- 
lished, to  the  end  that^  if  agreed  to  by  the  General  Coutl 
next  to  be  chosen,  in  manner  provided  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, it  may  be  submitted  to  the  people  for  their  ratifica- 
tioo,  in  order  that  it  may  become  part  of  the  Constitutioa 
of  this  Commonwealth. 
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ARTICLE   OF    AMENDMENT. 

A  census  of  the  legal  voters  of  each  city  and  town,  on 
the  first  day  of  May,  shall  be  taken  and  returned  into  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  on  or  before 
the  last  day  of  June,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty  seven ;  and  a  census  of  the  inhabitants 
of  each  city  and  town,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-five,  and  of  every  tenth  year  there- 
after. In  the  census  aforesaid,  a  special  enumeration  shall 
be  made  of  the  l^;al  voters,  and  in  each  city,  said  enu- 
meration shall  specify  the  number  of  such  legal  voters 
aforesaid,  residing  in  each  ward  of  such  city.  The 
enumeration  aforesaid  shall  determine  the  apportionment 
or  representatives  for  the  periods  between  the  taking  of 
the  census. 


The  House  of  Representatives  shall  consist  of  two 
hundred  and  forty  members,  which  shall  be  apportioned 
by  the  Legislature  at  its  first  session  after  the  return  of 
each  enumeration,  as  aforesaid,  to  the  several  counties  of 
the  Commonwealth  equally,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  accord- 
ing to  their  relative  numbers  of  legal  voters,  as  ascertained 
by  the  next  preceding  special  enumeration ;  and  the  town 
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of  Cohasset  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  shall,  for  this  pi 
pose,  aa  well  as  in  the  formation  of  districts  as  herein  ai) 
provided,  be  considered  a  part  of  the  county  of  Plymoutl 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commo 
wealth  to  certify,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  it  is  determim 
by  the  Legislature,  the  number  of  representatives  to  whi 
each  county  shall  be  entitled,  to  the  board  authorized 
diTide  each  county  into  representative  districts.  Tl 
mayor  and  aldei-men  of  the  city  of  Boston,  the  coun 
comn^issioners  of  other  counties  than  Suffolk,  or  in  li( 
of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Boston  or  of  t 
county  commissioners  in  each  county  other  than  Suffol 
such  board  of  special  commissioners  in  each  county, 
be  elected  by  the  people  of  the  county,  or  of  the  tow 
therein,  as  may  for  that  purpose  bo  provided  by  law,  sha 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  August  next  after  each  assig 
ment  of  representatives  to  each  county,  assemble  at  a  shi 
town  of  their  respective  counties,  and  proceed,  as  soon 
may  be,  to  divide  the  same  into  representative  districts 
contiguous  territory,  so  as  to  apportion  the  representatii 
assigned  to  each  county  equally,  as  nearly  as  may  I 
according  to  the  relative  number  of  legal  voters  in  tl 
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several  districts  of  each  county ;  and  such  districts  shall 
be  so  formed  that  no  town  or  ward  of  a  city  shall  be  di- 
vided therefor,  nor  shall  any  district  be  made  which  shall 
be  entitled   to  elect  more  than   three    representatives. 
Every  representative,  for  one  year  at  least,  next  preceding 
his  election,  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  the  district 
for  which  he  is  chosen,  and  shall  cease  to  represent  such 
district  when  he  shall  cease  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the 
Commonwealth.     The  districts  in  each  county  shall  be 
numbered  by  the  board  creating  the  same,  and  a  descrip- 
tion of  each,  with  the  numbers  thereof,  and  the  number 
of  legal  voters  therein,  shall  be  returned  by  the  board  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  the  county  treas- 
urer of  each  county,  and  to  the  clerk  of  every  town  in 
each  district,  to  be  filed  and  kept  in  their  respective 
offices.     The  manner  of  calling  and  conducting  the  meet- 
ings for  the  choice  of  representatives,  and  of  ascertaining 
their  election,  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.     Not  less  than 
one  hundred  members   of  the  House  of  Representatives 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  doing  business,  but   a  less 
number  may  organize  temporarily,   adjourn  from  day  to 
day,  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members.

A  Message  was  received  from  his  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor, by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  announc- 
ing that  he  had  refused  to  sign  the  Bill  to  change  the 
name  of  the  Female  Medical  College  and  to  reorganize 
the  sama  Also,  returning  the  same  to  the  House  with 
his  objections  thereto. 

Said  Message  was  read,  and  is  as  follows,  to  wit : — 

To  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Sepresentatives : 

I  return,  herewith,  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  in 
which  branch  of  the  Legislature  it  originated,  a  Bill 
entitled,  '*  An  Act  to  change  the  name  of  the  Female 
Medical  Education  Society  to  New  England  Female 
Medical  College,  and  to  reorganize  the  same/' 

It  is  not  necessary  to'make  any  reference  to  the  gen- 
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eral  designs  and  purposes  of  the  Bill,  as  my  objections 
are  limited  to  that  feature  of  it  which  contemplates 
making  certain  State  officers,  ex  officiis^  trustees  of  the 
Institution.  Although  this  provision  may  not  perhaps 
be  deemed  unconstitutional,  in  the  strict  sense  of  the 
term,  yet  if  the  principle  iuYolved  in  it  becomes  the 
policy  of  Massachusetts,  it  is  obvious  that  onerous  and 
extra  constitutional  duties  will  be  placed  upon  a  portion 
of  the  paid  officers  of  the  Commonwealth,  which  must 
necessarily  deprive  the  State,  to  a  considerable  extent^  of 
time  and  labor,  which  should  properly  be  devoted  to  the 
performance  of  their  sespectrve  duties. 

This  Bill  provides  that  **The  Lieutenant-Grovemor, 
the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Bepresentatives,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Education  for  the  time  being,  shall  be,  ex  officiis^  members  " 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  elected  from  time  to  time,  and 
in  conjunction  with  them,  '^  to  make  By-Laws,  to  appoint 
.  Professors  who  shall  constitute  a  Medical  Faculty,  and  to 
tjonfer  the  usual  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine." 

It  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  the  original  petition  which 
accompanies  the  Bill,  did  not  ask  that  any  State  officer 
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should  be,  ex  officio^  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  that  a  Bill  was  reported  which  passed  the  Senate, 
not  containing  this  objectionable  feature,  but  that  in  the 
House  a  recommitment  took  place  and  this  provision  was 
incorporated. 

In  addition  to  the  objection  to  this  Bill  already  inti- 
mated, it  is  apparent  that  it  gives  the  Institution  a  repu- 
tation and  influence,  from  its  official  connection  with  the 
State,  that  all  other  incorporated  bodies  for  kindred  or 
analogous  purposes  will  much  desire  and  be  not  slow  to 
seek.  Either  this  corporation  will  have  special  favor 
shown  it,  or  a  multitude  of  others  will  claim  their  share 
of  the  attention  of  our  State  officers  to  the  infringement 
on  time  belonging  to  their  regular  duties. 

Moreover,  the  interests  of  the  corporation  would 
become,  to  some  extent,  by  the  passage  of  this  Act,  iden- 
tified with  the  Commonwealth,  and  an  anomalous  and 
hitherto  unknown  sanction  given  it,  alike  injurious  to 
the  dignity  of  the  State  and  to  the  welfare  of  her  people. 
For,  notwithstanding  this  quasi  endorsement  of  the  State, 
it  cannot  be  supposed  that  her  officers  can  be  familiar* 
ized,  by  a  professional  training,  for  the  proper  perform- 
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anoe  of  duties  appertaining  to  a  boaid  required  to  select 
professors  and  confer  degrees. 

For  the  reason  then  that  this  unusual  and  objection- 
able  privilege  is  granted,  though  not  asked  for  at  the 

■ 

outset  by  the  petitioners, — that  either  it  is  a  special  priv- 
ilege, given  here  and .  refused  elsewhere,  or  if  hereafter 
extended  to  similar  claimants,  it  must  occupy  the  time 
of  the  officers  of  the  Commonwealth  required  for  the 
performance  of  other  duties, — ^that  those  officers  cannot 
often  be  fitted  by  that  purely  professional  training  this 
trust  peculiarly  demands, — and  that  it  compromises  the 
dignity  of  the  Commonwealth  in  making  her,  in  any 
way  or  to  any  extent,  a  copartner  in  private  enterprises 
of  this  nature,  I  withhold  my  approval  from  the  BilL

KESOLVE 

Providing  for  an  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  for  Dis- 
tricting the  State  for  the  choice  of  Senators  to  the 
General  Court. 

jResolved,  By  both  Houses,  (the  same  being  agreed  to 
by  a  majority  of  the  Senators,  and  two-thirds  of  the 
members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  present  and 
voting  thereon) : — 

That  it  is  expedient  to  alter  the  Constitution  of  this 
Commonwealth,  by  adopting  the  subjoined  Article  of 
Amendment,  and  that  the  same,  as  thus  agreed  to,  be 
entered  on  the  Journals  of  the  two  Houses,  with  the 
Yeas  and  Nays  taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court  next  to  be  chosen,  and  that  the  same  be  pub- 
lished, to  the  end  that,  if  agreed  to  by  the  General  Court 
next  to  be  chosen,  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Consti- 
tution, it  may  be  submitted  to  the  people  for  their  ratifi- 
cation, in  order  that  it  may  become  part  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  Commonwealth. 
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JLBTICLE   OF   AMENDMENT. 

A  census  of  the  legal  voters  of  each  city  and  town,  on 
the  first  day  of  May,  shall  be  taken  and  returned  into 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  on  or 
before  the  last  day  of  June,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven ;  and  a  census  of  the  in- 
habitants of  each  city  and  town,  in  the  year  one  thousajid 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-five,  and  of  every  tenth  year 
thereafter.  In  the  census  aforesaid,  a  special  enumera- 
tion shall  be  made  of  the  legal  voters ;  and  in  each  city  said 
enumeration  shall  specify  the  number  of  such  legal  voters 
aforesaid,  residing  in  each  ward  of  such  city.  The 
enumeration  aforesaid  shall  determine  the  apportionment 
of  senators  for  the  periods  between  the  taking  of  the 
census. 

The  senate  shall  consist  of  forty  members,  llie  gen- 
eral court  shall,  at  its  first  session  after  each  next  pre- 
ceding special  enumeration,  divide  the  Commonwealth 
into  forty  districts  of  adjacent  territory,  each  district  to 
contain,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of  legal 

voters,  according  to  the  enumeration  aforesaid :  providedi 
however,  that  no  town  or  ward  of  a  city  shall  be  divided 
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therefor ;  and  such  districts  shall  be  formed,  as  nearly  as 
may  be,  without  uniting  two  counties,  or  parts  of  two  or 
more  counties,  into  one  district  Each  district  shall  elect 
one  senator,  who  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this 
Commonwealth  five  years  at  least,  immediately  preceding 
his  election,  and  at  the  time  of  his  election,  shall  be  an 
inhabitant  of  the  district  for  which  he  is  chosen,  and  he 
shall  cease  to  represent  such  senatorial  district  when  he 
shall  cease  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Not  less  than  sixteen  senators  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum for  doing  business ;  but  a  less  number  may  organize 
temporarily,  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  compel  the 
attendance  of  absent  members.

(Which  originated  in  the  Honse  of  Representatives,)

Pursuant  to  Assignment,  the  House  proceeded  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Sesolve,  '*  Providing  for  an  Amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  relative  to  the  Right  of  Suf- 
frage,*' the  question  being  on  the  amendments  offered  by 
Mr.  Fletcher,  of  Lowell,  and  Stoddard,  of  Worcester, 
and  then  on  agreeing  to  the  Resolve,  as  provided  by  the 
Constitution.  After  debate,  the  amendments  were  adopted, 
and  the  Roll  haying  been  called,  it  appeared  that  two 
hundred  and  eight  members  had  voted  in  the  affirmative, 
and  seventy-eight  in  the  negative.    And  two-thirds  of 
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the  members  present  and  voting  thereon^  having  voted 
in  favor  thereof,  the  said  Besolve  and  Article  of  Amend- 
ment  was  agreed  to,  and  referred  to  the  next  General 
Court,  and  was  sent  up  for  concurrence.

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eral  Court  next  to  be  chosen ;  and  that  the  same  be  pub- 
lished, to  the  end  that,  if  agreed  to  "hj  the  Greneral  Coart 
next  to  be  chosen,  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Con- 
stitution, it  may  be  submitted  to  the  people  for  their  rati- 
fication, in  order  that  it  mdy  become  a  part  of  the 
Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth. 


LRTICLE  OF   AMENDMENT. 

No  person  of  foreign  birth  shall  be  entitled  to  vote, 
or  shall  be  eligible  to  office  under  the  Constitution  of 
this  Commonwealth,  unless  he  shall  have  been  a  resident 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  fourteen 
years,  and  legally  naturalized ;  or,  unless  at  his  birth,  he 
shall  have  been  the  child  of  an  American  citizen :  Pro- 
videdj  that  the  adoption  of  this  amendment  shall  not 
afiect  the  right  to  vote  which  any  person  of  foreign  birth 
may  possess  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  thereo£

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives : — 

I  have  no  words  with  which  to  express  to  you  my 
gratitude*  Having  never  presided  over  any  deliberative 
assembly  until  your  partiality  called  me  to  this  position, 
I  stood  here  the  first  hour  of  the  session  filled  with  solic- 
itude  lest  I  should  fail  to  deserve  your  approbation,  I 
stand  here  at  its  last  hour,  oppressed  witli  a  sense  of 
obligation  for  your  unnumbered  favors. 

Those  official  duties  in  whose  performance  embarrass- 
ment and  difficulty  might  have  been  anticipated,  you 
have  rendered  congenial  and  pleasant 

Our  labors,  gentlemen,  are  drawing  to  a  close.  It  has 
been  said  that  no  word  ever  spoken  ceases  to  vibrate  in 
the  ever  widening  currents  of  sound.  Certainly  no  word 
recorded  here  can  cease  to  afiect  for  long  years,  the  Com- 
monwealth in  whose  service  we  have  labored.     You  have 
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not  given  one  grace  or  beauty,  or  added  one  stone  to  the 
temple  of  justice  and  human  rights,  which  will  not 
endure  long  after  we  all  shall  have  passed  away.  I 
remember,  therefore,  with  pride  and  gratulation,  that 
worthy  aims  and  noble  motives  have  guided  your  delib- 
erations and  controlled  your  actions.  That  though 
exciting  questions  have  been  discussed  upon  which 
widely  different  views  were  entertained,  the  debates  of 
this  body,  without  a  single  exception,  have  been  con- 
ducted with  manliness,  dignity  and  decorum. 

You  will  allow  me  to  bear  testimony,  and  I  have 
pleasure  in  doing  so,  to  the  industry,  ability  and  fidelity 
of  the  officers  of  the  House*-the  Clerk  and  his  assist- 
ants, the  venerable  Sergeantrat^Arms,  the  Pages  and 
Messengers.  You  will  agree  with  me  that  they,  one  and 
all,  have  performed  their  various  duties  in  the  most 
acceptable  manner. 

Death  has  not  failed  to  admonish  us  *^  What  shadows 
we  are,  and  what  shadows  we  pursue.''  One  who  sat 
with  us,  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  in  the  full  vigor 
of  manhood,  is  to-day  absent  His  seat  is  vacant,  his 
lips  are  mute,  he  has  passed  on  to  the  land  of  silence. 
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Soon  we  shall  grasp  the  parting  hand  and  speak  the 
parting  word.  With  you  I  return  to  the  pursuits  of 
private  life.  In  all  human  probahility  we  shall  never  all 
meet  again,  but  I  assure  you,  gentlemen,  that  the  friend- 
ships here  formed,  and  the  many  favors  I  have  received 
at  your  hands,  new  every  morning  and  fresh  every  eve- 
ning, will  be  to  me  the  sweetest  memories  I  shall  take 
into  the  vale  of  years.  I  can  never  see  you,  never  hear 
your  names,  without  a  thrill  of  emotion !  I  am  not 
aware  that  I  have  given  cause  of  offence  to  any  single 
gentleman  of  this  body,  but  if,  in  moments  of  haste,  or 
amid  the  pressure  of  business,  I  have  spoken  a  word 
unadvisedly  to  any  one,  I  here  and  now  crave  his  for- 
giveness. With  my  last  words  I  invoke  upon  you  and 
yours  the  choicest  of  Heaven's  blessings.  Permit  me 
once  more  to  repeat  the  expression  of  my  gratitude,  and 
again  to  tender  you  my  warmest  thanks.
